1 . Claims 1 and 9 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 1 , line 4, "die" should be -side-. 

Claim 9 is identical to claim 8, including its dependency on claim 7. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , line 7, "the first and second sides" lack clear antecedent basis. It is 
not clear if applicant means the first and second side members of the assembly or sides 
of the motorcycle frame. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 
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4. Claims 1,2,5, and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e) as being anticipated 
by Alford. 

Alford shows a trailer hitch assembly for a motorcycle with first and second side 
members 30, 32, that are bolted to the rear frame (the frame used for supporting 
saddlebags), and to left and right side plates of the fender 24. The assembly includes a 
cross member 35 and a receiver tube 28. A tube 26 is connected to a ball hitch 18, 20, 
and is received in the receiver tube 28. 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 3, 4, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Alford in view of Maier. 

Alford lacks a cross member stiffener. 

Maier shows a ball hitch support with elongate side members 54, 56, and cross 
member 30 for mounting a ball hitch. The cross member and side members each have 
horizontal reinforcements (horizontal plates at the top side of edges 30, 34, 36) that 
stiffen the assembly. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the Alford 
assembly with means for stiffening the cross member, as taught by Maier, in order to 
strengthen the assembly. 

7. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Taggart. 
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Taggart shows a motorcycle hitch assembly with a cross member connecting first 
and second side members 44 that are connected to the rear frame of a motorcycle by 
first and second plates 20, 22. The side members are pinned to the plates, rather than 
bolted, however, it is old and well known and would have been obvious to use bolts 
rather than pins to connect the side members to the plates, in order to provide a simple, 
readily available connection. 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Versaw (PGPub 2002/0096859) is applicant's earlier submission. 

Miller and Jones each shows a motorcycle hitch with side members, cross 

members and a ball hitch. 

Spiese Harmon, and Hawes show motorcycle hitches. 
Watkins shows a cycle trailer with a bent tow bar 26.
